WE DON'T WANT WAR 


The United States does not want 


to go to war with any other nation. 
We are a peaceful nation, going about 
our business in a calm and unruffled 
manner most of the time, Occasion- 


I ally we become irritated by the unjust 


i action of foreign governments, but we 


keep cool and swallow our anger, be- 
| cause we do not wish to engage :r a 
| conflict with those who treat us mean- 


j ly. But there are other ways of gett- 
ing even with those who offend us, 
and England, which, under the pre- 
tense of starring out Germany, eecfcs 
to destroy our commerce with foreign 
nations, should be given a sample of 
one of these ways. 


If Great Britain attempts to pre-

trains without any re^tnc'icr aa to thf mmimuTi or 
maximum number of men 1 his will do all that tht Full 
Crew Law was intended to do, and will, in addition, 
broaden the power in the public's hands.
